Attacked 11 three men who sprang from 
behind a long row of shrubbery in Washing- 
ton park last night, F. D. Arnold, an up- 
holsterer, was shot and dangerously wound- 
ed in what ig believed by: the police to have 
been an attempt to rob him. The attack 
occurred near Fifty-third street and Cottage 
Grove avenue, and an element of mystery 
was added when detectives learned that he 
was accompanied by a well dressed woman et 
the time, Search is being made for her. 

Search is being made to establish 
identity of the woman, if she exists, though 
the police believe the rumor may have arisen 
from the fact that a young women, Miss 
Mina Holt, did witness the attack. 

The attack was seen by Harry Palm and 
Miss Nina Holt, who lives at 682 West Forty- 
seventh street. A minute later the robbers 
fied south along the darkened pathway and 
escaped in the dense shrubbery. Arnold, 
bleeding from the bullet that penetrated hie 
right side, staggered to the Fifty-third street 
entrance and tell unconscious to the pave- 
ment. He is 45 years old and lives at 6940 
Eggleston avenue. 

Scores of pedestrians attracted by the shot 
and cries for assistance by Miss Holt could 
find no trace of the men. 


Holdups Make Their Escape. 

Arnold had left his home but à short time 
before and was walking to the Fifty-third 
street entrance of the park when he was ac- 
costed. Several persons occupied benches 
along the foliage covered lane and heard the 

obbers as they ordered Arnold to raise his 
hands. 

Put up your hands, there, pal,” called 
the leader of the trio as he thrust a revolver 
close to Arnold's face. We mean business 
and don't take amy chances.” 

Whether Arnold understood the command 
ig not known, but ft is thought that the rob- 
ber belſeved that he was armed and pulled 
the trigger of his gun just as Arnold was 
about to comply with the demand. 

Arnold fell forward, but caught hold of a 
branch that reached out over him. An in- 
stant later he attempted to seize the man 
who had shot him, but thé men were already 
out of his way, fleeing down the pathway and 
warning pedestrians not to interfere. 

Nina Holt, one of the nearest to the wound- 
ed man, leaped to her feet and ran out to 
where the robbers were plunging through the 
foliage. 


Woman Defends Him.

Arnold’s Story of Attack. 

A short time after being taken to the hos- 
pitel, Arnold recovered consciousness and 
told detectives of the attack. He said that 
he had been accompanied by two men, earlier 
in the evening, but that they had boarded a 
northbound Cottage Grove avenue car a few 
minutes before the attempted robbery. 

“T had spent the evening with John Bur- 
gess and John Gilpin of 345 Thirty-sixth 
street, and 4 visit was made to the Washing- 
ton park refectory. It is likely that the rob- 
bers followed us from that point, for we 
walked along the roadway for a distance and 
then cut across the prairie just north of 
Fifty-fifth street. The men must have hur- 
ried so as to head us off, for it is likely that 
they overheard our conversation and learned 
that I was to walk to Fifty-first street alone. 


Wasn’t Given a Chance. 

„The leader of the robbers didn’t even give 
me a chance to raise my hands before he 
opened fire. There was nothing that I could 
do, for I was taken by surprise and was just 
about to obey. their commands when I was 
shot. 

„I could identify my assailant easily, for I 
got a good look at him. I believe there were 
three men in the party and al) were shabbily 
dressed. I tried to seize one after being shot, 
but the pain was too great and I dragged 
myself to Cottage Grove avenue, a block 
away.”

The rapid currents of this route which carry 
off the ice may be said to make it impossible 
to reach the pole. Dr. Cook had the good 
sense to follow his own idea in the matter of 
route. He took the only good one on account 
of the slow displacement of glaciers north 


of Nansen sound, and he had the delicacy.

Has Made 25 Miles a Day. 


“He had with him: Eskimos carefully 

chosen. Rasmussen, the explorer in Green- 
land. knows better than any one afive that 
country and its inhabitants, and Rasmussen 
has absolute faith in Dr. Cook. None but a 
madman would think that Cook has not a 
convincing series of correct observations.

nonsense, because, says the paper, the 
Hability to error would amount to several 
miles.“

kind of an artificial horizon Dr. Cook used. 
If it was of mercury it would freeze, and if 
not frozen would tremble so violéfitiy. as to 
be useless for observation purposes if, as he 
relates, there was a moving sea underthe ice. -

Swedish Preacher Tells of Great Strike 
in His Native Land. 


Labor was the theme of many sermons 
yesterday in Chicago pulpits.

Praise for the Unions. 

J believe heartily in union labor. The 
labor unions are not only doing great service 
as to wages and hours but are aiming for 
moral and social uplift. The violent and 
grafting manager of unions is going to the 
rear. The purpose of many labor leaders 
is to lead their followers to higher ideals for 
themselves and for their families. 

It is significant that a number of the most 
enthusiastic and crowded meetings in the 
greatest halls of a number of our leading 
cities during the last few years have been la- 
bor meetings addressed by the Rev. Charles 
Stelze, superintendent of the department of 
church and labor of the Presbyterfan 
church.” 


World’s Debt to Labor.

Labor Prosperous During Year. 

Union labor leaders assert that the year 
has been conspicuously successful for or- 
ganized labor throughout the country. 
Wages, they say, have advanced steadily, 
particularly in the building trades orafts in 
Chicago. The advance in the wage scales of 
these trades in Chicago.last spring have 
placed the loeal unions ahead of all com- 
petitors. 

The year has been remarkably free from 
strikes of a serious or disastrous nature, 
though several strikes In the building trades 
in Chicago still remain unsettled and there 
are two or three strikes of national scope 
which are aw aiting settlement. 

The biggest feature of the year in the na- 
tional labor world was the sentencing of 
President Gompers, Vice President John 
Mitchell, and Secretary Frank Morrison of 
the American Federation of Labor to one 
year, nine months, and six months, respec- 
tively, for contempt of court in the Buck stove 
and range case. The sentences were pro- 
nounced by Judge Wright of the Supreme 
court of the District of Columbia on Dec. 23. 
1208. The case was appealed and is still pend- 


ing. u 
Grew from Small Strike. 


The case grew out of a small strike of 
metal polishers at the plant of the Buck 
Stove and Range company in St. Louis. 
Should the decision on the appeal, which is 
expected to be announced some time this 
fall. be against Gompers. Mitchell and Mor- 
rison it is almost certain that the three na- 
tional labors leaders will serve a term in 
jail. 

One of the remarkable features of labor's 
activity during the last year was the political 
action program of President Gompers and 
the American Federation of Labor. For 
the first time in the history of organized 
labor in the United States the labor unions, 
under Gompers' leadership, went into the 
presidential campaign with the avowed ob- 
ject of seeking to elect a presidential candi- 
date—Bryan and the Democratic party were 
chosen as the candidate and the party de- 
serving of labor's support. 

The injunction issue was made labor's 
campaign slogan and the choice of Bryan 
was made because of the incorporation in 
the Democratic platform of a clause de- 
claring for injunction reform. The over- 
whelming defeat of Bryan and the conse- 
quent defeat ef labor's political program 
came as a shcck to Gompers’ political fol- 
lowers all over the country.

As the result of the exposé, trial, and con- 
viction of Madden, legitimate union leaders 
now have turned against him and have or- 
ganized a new Bullding Trades council under 
the banner of the American Federation of 
Labor with the object of deposing Madden. 

This fight is still being waged and the 
leaders of the new council are confident that 
the new movement ultimately will succeed. 
Several strikes in the building industry in 
progress at the present time are the out- 
growth of the war on Skinny Madden, 
and during the last few weeks many of the 
strongest building trades unions have broken 
away from Madden's rapidly diminishing 
central organization and joined the new 


council. 
Strikes of the Year. 


Of local strikes during the year, the prin- 
cipal ones were in the building trades dur- 
ing the early spring. All of them were called 
in an effort to enforce demands for higher 
wages, and in most Instances, from the work- 
ingmen’s point of view, the strikes were suc- 
cessful. One strike, that of the carriage 
and cab drivers, ended with disastrous re- 
sults to the men.

All of these strikes were won, according to 
the union leaders, with the exception of the 
strike of glaziers, which was compromised. 

The largest wage increase was obtained by 
the steam fitters and helpers. The journey- 
men were receiving $4.75 a day and their 
helpers $2.40 at the time the strike was 
called, on April 1. After being out ten days 
agreements were signed with the employers 
providing for a scale of $5.50 a gay for the 
journeymen and $3 for the helpers. 


Walkouts in Other Trades. 

Other strikes were those of the wholesale 
grocery employés, with 500 men out; the egg 
inspectors, with 350 men out, and the cab 
drivers, with 1,000 men out on strike. The 
strikes of the grocery employés and the 
cab drivers were lost. The egg Inspectors, 
after being out two weeks, were given a sub- 
stantial increase in wages. 

Workers in many other cities also gained 
advarices during the year. Three important 
national strikes have occurred since last 
Labor day, of which one was won by the 
strikers and two are still unsettled. ‘ae 
victorious strike was that of the United Hat- 
ters of North America, with 20,000 workers 
out in protest against a decision of the hat 
manufacturers to lish the use of the 
union label in their product. 

The strike of 10,000 lake seamen, which 
was inaugurated on May 1 against the Lake 
Carriers’ association and its policy of main- 
taining an open shop, still is in progress. 
The seamen’s strike has been remarkably 
free from disturbances of a serious nature. 
Another strike of a national scope remaining 
unsettled. is that of the steel and tin workers, 
involving 5,000 men, against the United 
States Steel corporation.

Life Savers Rescue Two Parties from

Four partially wrecked yachts belonging 
to members of the Jackson Park Yacht club 
were scattered along the shore of Lake Mich- 
lgam near Michigan City, yesterday after 
their hard fight of Saturday night with the 
waves.

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LEAPS OFF BRIDGE To DEATH 


Man Jumps Into River from Wells 
Street Span and Drowns. 


TWO DIVE FOR HIM IN VAIN. 


Several Women Faint on Seeing the 
Stranger Commit Suicide. 


Balancing himself for a minute on the rail- 
ing of Wells street bridge and with a cry 
that attracted the attention of a score of 
pedestrians, a man early this morning 
plunged into the river thirty feet below. An 
instant later two other men dared death by 
jeaping into the water in a futile effort to 
rescue him. 

The stranger evidently had loitered about 
the bridge for some time and was standing 
hear the center of the structure when he 
leaped to the top of the railing. Before Leo 
Sternberg of Garrett, Ind., and Charles Nel- 
son of Reddington, Mich., could reach him 
he sprang far out and disappeared beneath 
the water.

They ‘hurried to the scene, 
arriving im time to assist Dalton, who was 
exhausted by his exertions, Dalton was 
cared for by a physician, and again offered 
to aid in the work of searching for the body, 
but he was told that the search would be car- 
ried on this morning.

SERKS SEWER CAVE-IN CAUSE 


Coroner Plans Prompt Inquiry in 
East Chicago Disaster. 


SECOND BODY IS 


Searchers for Charles Lang Take 
Lives in Their Hands, 


Dr. KE. R. Gordon, coroner of Lake county, 
Ind., will investigate the sewer disaster at 
East Chicago on Saturday, which resulted 
in the death of two laborers and injuries to 
three others after a number of men working 
in the ditch had been rescued. 

An inquest will be held at the undertaking 
rooms of Lewis & Smith in East Chicago be- 
gimning tomorrow morning. The two bodies 
taken from the scene of the cave-in will be 
held there pending the decision of the coro- 
ner’s jury. An effort will be made to ascer- 
tain if the Proudfoot company, the con- 
tractors for the sewer, were criminally neg- 
ligent. 

J was at the scene cf the cave-+in a short 
time after the accident took place,” said Dr. 
Gordon yesterday. ‘I intend to go to the 
bottom of the matter at the inquest.” 


Says Precautions Were Taken. 


F. G. Proudfoot, head of the contracting 
company, stated that every possible pre- 
caution had been taken to prevent an ac- 
cident and that his company could not be 
beld to blame for the disaster. 

„We were extremely careful and we were 
looking especially for quicksand,” he said 
„We took no chances with any part of our 
equipment, and whatever is shown at the in- 
guest will bear out this statement.” 

After working with the light from lanterns 
steadily through the night the body of 
Charlies Lang of Hammond, Ind., was re- 
eovered from the débris of timbers and sand 
early in the day and taken to East Chicago. 

Twenty-five men took extreme chances 
with their lives in an effort to find thé body, 
which was dug from beneath twelve feet 
of quicksand. 


Son Believed Father Had Escaped. 
Lang's son, Emil, remained with the ex- 
cavating party until midnight, when he went 
home, believing that his father possibly had 
escaped alive and gone away in the con- 
fusion which immediately followed the 
cave-in. 

Belief that more than one body might be 
found buried in the sand was dispelled when 
the contracting company checked up its 
books during the day and accounted for all 
of its employés.

Singhalese man, I know him from Chicago 
and St. Louis. He is educated and in his 
clothes imitates the Duropean caste, but in 
his dark skin, his hair done up at the back 
of his head, and his tortoise shell comb you 
may not easily mistake him. He is of an- 
cient and noble lineage, for his people orig- 
inally came from India, probably Bengali 
folk, and were the conquerors of Ceylon 2,500 
years ago, and he is an Aryan and is de- 
scended from a long line of rulers, builders 
of cities of marvelous extent and beauty, and 
perheps the most perfect irrigation system 
the world has ever seen. On the streets here 
de is just as we knew him in Chicago—polite, 
affable, and agreeable, with a clean looking, 
healthy bronze skin and sleek, oily hair. 

The other man which one meets at every 
turn is the newcomer in Ceylon, the Dravid- 
ian Tamil, I know him from Madura, end 
Trichinopoly, and Madras, for he is, from 
the south of India, just as the Singhalese 
came originally from farther north. In the 
upper end of the island the Tamil is the set- 
tled planter and has been there a long time. 
In fact, he was once conqueror and ruled for 
a long time, but here in the south he is likely 
to be a pariah ad a coolie, and he is being 
imported in large quantities from India to 
work in the tea gardens. The Tamil is much 
darker in color than the Singhalese; in re- 
ligion he is a Hindu as opposed to his Singha- 
lese cousin, who is a Buddhist. 


’ Policeman a Big, Tall Chap. 

Then there is the big, tall chap with the big 
fez and the khaki uniform. He is the po- 
liceman on the street corner and he opens 
the door for you at the hotel or bank. Him 
also I know, having met his brother up in the 
north of India, where men grow tall and 
handsome and stately, like the minarets of 
the beautiful mosques. ‘Then there is that 
most interesting type, the big, burly, tall 
Moorman the descendant of the big Arabs, 
who came as traders or conquerors centuries 
ago. His wife is often a little Tamil lady and 
he is a follower of Mahommet, and he wears 
a big, bright colored silk headdress, like an 
extra high fez, and his trousers are big and 
baggy. 

Yes, Ceylen—or rather Colombo—is beauti- 
ful, but, after all, it is only a sideshow. I 
left the big circus when I sailed from Tuti- 
corin. But there is nothing the matter with 
this hoteI could renfin content here for 
days and days. About the lobbies are, of 
course, the ever present shops, with keen 
eyed, sharp Afghan or Parsee merchants. 
They will sell you anything from a suit of 
silk to a pigeon’s blood ruby; from an ivory 
or ebony elephant to a pearl. Such lovely 
star sapphires and blue. and velvet, and green 
sapphires as I saw tonight! But I must con- 
fess that I am afraid of the whole let—not 
the sapphires nor the rubies, but the keen 
eyes of the traders. 


Long, Clean Trains; Carpeted. 

Sunday—Up early and at the station by 
rickshaw to leave at 7:30. I miss the noise. 
the bustle, the confusion, the roar of the 
Indian crowd. They seem tamer here, more 
like half breeds, and their clothes look like it— 
castoff derby hats, toats, etc. 

A long train and long cars, much like the 
English, and they are clean and have soap 
and towels, and are carpeted! We are off 
through the town and then through a cinna- 
mon garden. The country is low, with much 
water. Then come more cinnamon gardens. 
and rice fields in which wallow big ugly black 
water buffalo. We cross a wide river with 
many native boats, and then more rice fields 
and cocoanut groves, yes, cocoanut palme 
every where—it is said that the yield of these 
nuts for Ceylon is 800,000,000 annually. at 
fifty miles out we begin to see the hille and 
to climb up among them. We pass many 
cacao plantations, with their big, dull fed 
pods, and clean rubber trees, al) green after 
India. We climb higher, with lovely views 
over hills and terraced valleys. Then come 
tunnels and sidings and mountains. At about 
sixty miles we strike tea gardens on the hill- 
sides, and we are now in the Kandyan, or 
hill country. The deep down and far away 
views continue and often we are in a scrub 
forest. 


Kandy Has 26,000 Inhabitants. 

At 11 o'clock,. after a- ride of seventy-four 
miles, we are in ndy. he ride up here has 
been a small edition of the climb to Darjeel- 
ing or Ootacamund, and a little disappoint- 
ing. I had expected too much. Kandy has 
26,000 inhabitants and an elevation of 1,680 
feet; it is not an ancient city, though for 200 
years, until taken by the English in 1815, f: 
was a royal city. Its location is charming, 
in among green hills, and on the sides of 4 
lovely little lake. The station and 
buildings are substantial, but as I made my 
way to the hotel by rickshaw I saw nothing 
startling in the way of architecture, either 
ancient or modern. The Singhalese are in 
great evidence, and seem of a finer grade 
than their brethren of the lowlands, and they 
do not wear the horseshoe ghaned tortoise 
shell comb on their head. 1 


my card to the Hon. Hugh Clifford, and at 
once received an invitation to lunch with 
| him, which I promptly accepted, and set off 
immediately in a rickshaw from the hotel. 
Mr. Clifford is colonial secretary to Ceylon 
and a distinguished man. We talked for four 
hours of Indian politics, etc. He is one o 


since leaving home. He has a disting 


[Kandy, Ceylon, Where a Tooth of Buddha 
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the greatest sign of England's decreasing 
virility. He believes that trouble is brewing 
in India, and possibly conflict. We dined 
alone in much state. An Apollo in bronse, in 
the way of a servant, stood behind ut and 
cooled us with an enormous fan, the handle 
of which rested upon the floor; such a fan 
was used in the ancient days of the Kandyan 
kings, 

I visited the famous Temple of the Tooth 
and the old palace—or what was lect of it— 
all disappointing. I had expected too much, 
the great things * India are still too vivid. 
Nevertheless, it was interesting to see a 
real Hive Buddhist teriple. Fo, although 
I had seen many glorious edifces built by 
the Buddhists in India, yet up te the present 
I had seen no active temple of dis faith: 
for Buddhism, as an active religion, long 
since has disappeared in India, »ut ‘ere in 
Ceylon it has over 2,000,000 adherents, more 
than all the others combined. Although the 
little Malliga wa temple, or Temple of the 
Tooth, is not imposing, it is a famous 
Buddhist ehrine; fer it is supposed to con- 
tain within its innermost shrine, resting on 
a lotus flower of pure gold, surrounded by 
rare jewe's, the tooth of Buddha. 


Lively Carcer of Buddha’s Tooth. 

This tooth has had almost as much ex- 
citemént* as the mummy of Ramses II. It 
was supposed to have been brought to Cey- 
lon ‘before 300 A. D. It was captured by the 
Malabars in 1315 A. D. and taken to India, 
but was recovered by the Singhalese king to- 
wards the end of that century. Again it 
was captured, this time by the Portuguese, 
who thought they effectually had disposed 
of it, for the archbishop of Goa burned it 
in the presence of his court. But the Singhe- 
lese Buddhists. were net to be denied, so thev 
made a tooth about two inches long, of 
ivory, which from the pictures I have seon 
of it must resemble closely the tooth of a 
crocodile. This it is which is now held in 
such veneration. 

Near the temple is a small octagonal tower, 
containing a celebrated library of Buddhism. 

I returned to the hotel by the lake, which 
in itself and in its setting is as fine a bit of 
water as one could wish for. The Queen's 
hotel is one of the liveliest places I have 
encountered, and tonight it is filled with a 
typical colonial English crowd. They are all 
immaculately dressed, talking horses and 
dogs, races and hunts, and drinking meny 
highbalis

Friends of the mayor declare openly their 
belief that his arrest was not warranted 
and they are blaming political enemies for 
desire to get the mayor’s “ scalp ”’ through 
the disgrace of arrest rather than a desire 
for real reform.

THE UNIVERSITY OF ILLINOIS.

, RAILROAD ELECTRIFICATION. 

‘Nothing has been heard for-a long time. 
from the electrification expert of the Illi- 
nois Central. Perhaps be has been taking 
a vacation. The complaints of soot and 
smoke by those who live along the right 
of way of the road have ceased, for the 
time being at least. The sufferers are 
not resigned to their fate, but they may 
have made up their minds that it is use- 
less to complain. But it they de not 
keep up their fight for better conditions 
the officials of the road may lose all in- 
terest in the subject and set their expert 
at some other work, 

‘While the Illinois Central holds back, 
the electrification of other steam rail- 
roads goes on, The compelling force in 
some instances je competition. At first 
the officials of a road talk @bout the pro- 
hibitive expense. Those of the Illinois 
Central have had much to say on that 
point. But let sharp competition come, 
Then the situation changes. The rail- 
rond officials begin to talk electrification 
Difficuities once magnified disappear as 
if by magic and the noisy and dirty loco- 
motive gives place to some mechanism for 
using electric power. The best argument 
for electrification of steam roads is that 
presented by the so-called“ interurbans,” 
whether trolley lines or third rail. 

Indiana is fast. becoming an inter- 
urban state. Out from Indianapolis, 
like radiating spokes of a bicycle wheeh 
the trolleys run in every direction. Terre 
Haute on the western border and Rich- 
mond on the eastern, New Albany and 
Jeffersonville on the Ohio river, and

may take the trolley to Crawfordsville, 
Fort Wayne, Lafayette, Loganspor*, 
Greensburg, or Anderson, or, by way of 
Kokomo, Peru, Warsaw, and Goshen, to 
Elkhart and South Bend.

MR. FITCH AS A PLAYWRIGHT. 

Although Mr. Clyde Fitch, who died in 
France last Saturday, was not a _ play- 
wright of the first rank, his loss to the 
ranks of native dramatists will be felt. 
He was one of a small number of Ameri- 
cans who adopted playwriting as a serious 
büsiness, and set about it in the same 
spirit. Apparently he mastered the tech- 
nique of the drama and the science of 
stage management before he wrote a line, 
certainly before he produced a play, and 
he exploited his knowledge in an unusual 
if not an original manner. 

‘His plays are, in some respects, models 
of what managers and popular “stars” 
like in the way of stagecraft. The action 
b@gins at the first rise of the curtain and 
progresses steadily from scene to scene 
until the final climax ie reached. His 
plays read well and act easily. Actors are 
always certain of good parts; playgoers 
ate always sure of a good story. 

‘In the level commonplaceness of their 
subjects Fitch’s plays bear some resem- 
blauce to those of “Tom” Robertson, the 
English dramatist, and to those of Alfred 
Caps, the French playwright, although 
his work has none of the enduring quali- 
tles of those writers. It was clever car- 
pentry—almost toe clever. One can easily 
see how he set out in a businesslike man- 
ner to build a three or four-act drama to 
accommodate any one of half a dosen men 
ot women stars, and how, conforming to 
all the conventional requirements, gel. 
eted the goods, per contract. ; 

Any intelligent man who cares to work 
on these lines can nearly always succeed,

to such men that America, if she hopes to

Rufford Abbey, founded in 1148 by Hugh 
Fitz Ralph, belonged to the Cistercian order 
until the time of the Reformation, when it 
was bestowed by Henry VIII. upon his fa- 

vorite, George, earl of Shrewsbury, from 
whom it passed to his daughter, Lady Mary 
Talbot, who had married a Savile, and to 
the descendants of this union. The more 
modern part of the abbey dates from the 
reign of Queen Elizabeth, but the greater 
part of it has been in existence since the 
twelfth century, especially the magnificent 
crypt (now used as a servants’ hall) which 
has walls six feet thick.

The abbey boasts of several ghosts, one 
of which is reputed to frequent the apart- 
ments reserved for the use of Edward VII. 
and which has been inhabited in turn by 
James I., Charles I., and Charles II. Ace- 
cording to the present king, who is sald to 
vouch for the existence of this particular 
spook, it takes the form of a most impressive 
looking monk—perhaps the same one who

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NEW SYNAGOGUE IS MODEL 


The Rev. Levin Made Rabbi After 
Dedication Yesterday. 


SET OF RULES PRINTED. 


bal Effort Will Be Made to Attract 
| Young Hebrews. 


A synagogue, to be known as the People’s 
synagogue of the Hebrew institute, was 
dedicated yesterday afternoon and the rabbi, 
the Rév. Morris Levin of New York, was in- 
ducted. This synagogue is intended to be a 
model for other Jewish congregations in this 
city in certain respects, which were in- 
dicated by Dr. David Blaustein in his intre- 
duction of Rabbi Levin. Dr. Blaustein has 
deen for twelve years the-superintendent of 
the Hebrew institute of New York, an in- 
stitution on T. M. C. A. lines, and has for 
the last year been building” up a similar in- 
stitution in Chicago at 1258 West. Taylor 
street on the property occupied before that 
time by the Roman Catholic Seminary of the 
Sacred Heart. 


Would Attract Young Hebrews. 

It is the intention of Dr. Blaustein and 
Rabbi Levin to make this new synagogue 
an up to date church. He said that modern 
young Jews object to the services begin- 
ning at uncertain hours, the old fashioned 
members making a club of the place, talking, 
laughing,” smoking, eating, walking in and 
out and indulging themselves in the tima 
honored habit of auctioning off temporary 
places of honor in the synagogue to the 
highest bidders. The young members lose 
respect for the synagogue and a wholesale 
falling’ off from Judaism is the result. The 
sy nagbgue of the institute wil attempt to 
reform these customs. 


Discipline in Synagogue. 

A set of rules has been printed and distri- 
buted to the members, of which the following 
are characteristic: 

Except when obliged to- leave the synagogue, 
worshippers are expected to remain in their seats. 

For sanitary reasons, spitting on the floor is 
strictly prohibited.

No smoking In the synagogue or hallway of syna- 
rogue. 

Dr. Edward A. Fischkin, president of the 
institute, in his dedicatory address depre- 
cated the fact that many young Hebrews are 
abandoning Judaism and that prominent 
Jewish writers are advocating this abandon- 
ment. He denounced the political degen- 
eracy of Jews on the west side. 


New Rabbi Well Prepared. 

The Rev. Morris Levin, who was inducted 
as rabbi, pronounces himself as in full sym- 
pathy! with Dr. Blaustein’s views on church 
discipline. Rabbi Levin, in addition to the 
usual ‘Talmudic preparation for the Hebrew 
ministry, is a graduate of the College of the 
City of New York, B. A. 06, and has the 
degree of M. A. from Columbia university 08. 
He w as born in Russia and came to this coun- 
try nine years ago.

The majority of wheat traders are inclined 
to look for a period of comparatively quiet 
markets, with fluctuations within a narrow 
range, until it becomes thoroughly demon- 
strated that the spring wheat movement will 
‘be too much of a burden at current prices. 

Net changes last week were not material, and 
individual operations were not on a large 
scale. It was the general opinion that the 
holders of September wheat have lightened 
their load materially on all the hard spots, 
while on the weak days they have covered 
short December. 

One feature of the week was the buying 
of December by Bartlett-Patten, and there 
were reports that James A. Patten had 
covered his ehorts, while the other chief 
members of the firm were still bearish. The 
attitude of the Armour interest is still a 
good deal of a mystery to the rade, although 
it ie the general belief that the house is mod- 
erately bearish. Whether there will be any 
speculative fireworks in the September this 
year is a question. Thereis still a large short 
interest, but this is gradually being elim- 
inated, while new trade ie going almost en- 
tirely into the deferred months. Before the 
end of the month there will probably be few 
Shorts left except those who bave the wheat 
to deliver.. 

Duluth Selle Cargoes Here. 

Duluth is selling cargo lots of wheat and 
there may be enough spring wheat in store 
here by the end of September to offset the 
light stocks of winter grades, while any ma- 
terial improvement in the price would doubt- 
less attract much larger arrivals of red and 
hard winters. At the present stocks are 
small and shipments have exceeded the re- 
celpts at this point for some time. Farmers 
are inclined to hold and present values are 
not attracting the wheat expected either in 
the winter wheat territory or in the north- 
west. 

Northwest Receipts Disappointing. 


The movement to date in the spring wheat 
country has been disappointing to the bears. 
Arrivals at Minneapolis and Duluth for the 
week aggregated 2,800 cars, against 3,672 cars 
the same week a year ago. With the big crop 
and fine marketing conditions it was expected 
the first week of the heavy movement would 
gee arrivals of at least 1,000 cars a day at 
the two points. There appears to be little 
doubt that the spring wheat farmers are 
showing more discretion in selling this year 
than ever before. For the last two years 
they have been able to sell their wheat at 
high prices, and on the present basis, while 
there is naturally much wheat sold, there is 
no rush to market. In many cases farmers 
are taking out storage tickets. 

The crop ie being secured in excellent shape 
on both sides of the international boundary 
line. Latest Canadian estimates of the 
wheat .crop place the yleld a little short of 
120,000,000 bu in the Canadian northwest. 
Arrivals at Winnipeg are increasing faster 
than at Minneapolis and are already much 
larger than a year ago. 


Cash Trade Is Slow. 


The cash trade at all points except Minne- 
apolis, where the mills have been heavy buy- 
ers, has been disappointingly slow. There 
is apparently no egport demand whatever at 
anywhere near working limits, and exporters 
are of the opinion that there will be prac- 
ticaHy no exports of winter wheat from now 
on. Russia and the Danube are underselling 
America, and Canadian wheat is now being 
offered down to a competitive basis with the 
other countries, leaving this country out of 
the swim entirely. Drought has been relieved 
in the Argentife and prospects are for a 
crop fully as large as a year ago. This tends 
also to make the European buyer independ- 
ent, as with Russia a heavy shipper he can 
seen no outlook for any material shortage 
this year. 


Domestic Flour Demand Brisk. 

The domestic flour trade is active and Min- 
neapolis mills are said to be sold ahead for 
two months. Premiums for No. 1 northern 
were firm. at about 4%@b5c over the Septem- 
ber, evidencing the excellent milling demand. 
Export bids on winter wheat flour were much 
out of line. Foreign markets have declined 
relatively the last week much faster than 
Chicago, and the difference between Liver- 
pool and Chicago prices has narrowed ma- 
terially. 

A spell of wet weather in the northwest or 
the development of export business would 
be bullish incentives at the present, while an 
overwhelming run of spring wheat would 


mal conditions continuing prices appear to be 
on a fairly equitable basis, and prospects, in 
the opinion of many seasoned traders. are 
for moderate price swings from this level. 


Corn Estimates Are Reduced. 


Increasing tightness in the September corn 
delivery has caused further advances in that 
cereal, helped by bullish reports of the con- 
dition of the growing crop. Traders were 
regaled with all kinds of estimates during 
the last week. George H. Phillips was out 
with an estimate wiping about half a billion 
bushels from the crop promise, and Snow 
partially verified this by placing the yield 
at 2,710,000,000 bu, about 240,000,000 bu under 
the government August figures. At the same 
times Crop Experts Lyle, Inglis, and Le- 
Count have been covering the southwest and 
west and find that conditions are not so de- 
plorable as other advices would indicate. 
Unquestionably there has been damage and 
serious injury to the crop has been sustained 
in many sections, but ngtwithstanding this 
the increase in acreage and excellent pros- 
pects in other parts of the belt warrant the 
expectation of a big yield, The cash situa- 
tion has developed many strong features, 
and September shorts have been active buy- 
ers of this month. Stocks here are so Hgnt 
and receipts so moderate that cash premiums 
are held at high level5 over the September, 
making it probable that shorts will have to 
take their losses in the pit. 


Changing Operations in Oats. 

Changing operations in oats were the chief 
feature in that market. Some of the elevat- 
or people are shifting their lines over into 
the December and May, while shorts are 
taking advantage of this to cover their sales. 
Strength in corn has been a big help tothe 
bulls. In the oats situation there is little 
at the moment which points to materially 
higher prices. At current values there is not 
much to attract farm sales, but receipts con- 
tinue liberal and stocks are generous, while 
the crop is so large that there will be no 
shortage in any direction. Deliveries on 
September contracts have aggregated about 
1,500,000 bu, the elevator people taking them 
in.

Provisions Rule Higher. 

Provisions have again ruled higher. Stocks, 
as expected, were shown to be small, and 
with the consumption continuing on the pres- 
ent basis there will be an acute shortage 
before many weeks. At the same time prices 
are high and the stocks may not be reduced 
as fast as expected. Hoge are coming in 
fair numbers and are of better quality, show- 
ing more corn feeding.

part. But we Americans have failed to take 
advantage of the possibilities. 


Chance for American Trade. 


“ Why cannot the Christian church organ-

one. What is more, the Africans are anxious 
for us to come in. The way to do, if you 
care to go among the Ethiopians, is to send 
your missionaries there. They can educate 
the natives to modern methods of doing busi- 
mess, and when industries are built up in 
Africa, then will be the reward. America 
will be favored in trade. 

„ American business men, like scientists, 
@re supposed to have imagination. But they 

rtainly fail to see the future of Africa. 

hese people on the dark continent are not 
orant by any means. As fast as we can 
print books they are bought up, so eager are 
these people for learning. They read all 
they can get. In just this way one native 
African got his education, was converted 
to Christianity, and returned to found a 
mission of his own.
